be GAVE JEWELLED SADDLES TO MENELIK 


Dies After Colorful Career 


New York, September 30.— William 
Henry Ellis, romantic figure in Amer- 
ica’s international affairs in 1904, 
died in Mexico City on September 24, 
according to cable advices received 
today by his family in Mount Vernon. 
He was 59 years old. His eldest 
son has gone to Mexico City to make 
arrangements for bringing the body 
here for burial. 

Known as “the man who would be 
king,” Ellis’ career was a varied one. 
Cowboy, ranchman, . banker, broker, 
promoter and later diplomatic envoy 
to Abyssinia, Ellis, in his ambition to 
be king of Abyssinia and make it a 
nation of negroes equal to European 
powers, led a life of adventure. He 
made severh] fortunes, but slighted his 
genius for promoting to obtain, as 
he told his friends, the monarchy of 
Abyssinia, and, with it, command of 
the resources of the richest country 
in Africa and $150,000,000. 

After much of the negotiation in 
1904, he induced the state department 
to draw up a treaty of amity and 
commerce with King Menelik of Abys- 
sinia and wished to present it himself 
as the first step in a plan to oust 
Menelik. Kent J. Loomis, a brother 
of F. B. Loomis, assistant secretary of 
state in the Roosevelt administration, 


pwas delegated to deliver the treaty. 


While the liner Kaiser Wilhelm II 
was in the English channel Loomis 
fell.or was washed overboard, and 
Ellis completed the duty. 

Heavily jeweled saddles, weapons 
and other gifts were bestowed upon 
King Menelik by Ellis, who in turn 
was made Duke of Harrar and Ha- 
washa, territory covering 1,600,000 
fertile acres, by the graceful monarch. 
The planned monarchial revolution 


never materialized, sowever, and Ellis | 


turned his attention to Mexico. 

In 1890 he endeavored to promote 
a huge colonizing scheme to plant a 
Mexican province with southern ne- 
groes. He prospered, but the colony 
failed. He made large sums speculat- 
ing in Wall street, and later organ- 
ized several companies to exploit Mex- 
ican resources. In 1902 Ellis was 
said to have been behind the famous 
Manning and McIntosh claim against 
the Mexican government, involving 
$105,000,000 in Mexican currency. 
He was manager of several Mexican 
ranches after he decided to make his 
home in Mexico City. 

Ellis was either a Cuban or of 
mixed parentage, but preferred to be 


known as 1 Cuban, .s he signed him- 
self Guillermo Enrique Eliseo.

ANNEXATION FIGHT 
CLOSES TONIGHT 


Final Meeting Will Be 
Held in East Point and 
Voters Will Decide Is- 
sue at Polls Tuesday. 


The final lap in the whirlwind cam- 
paign to determine whether East 
Point, College Park and Hapeville | 
are to be merged with Atlanta, will 
be reached tonight when a great open- 
air mass meeting of citizens of the 
three important suburbs will be held 
in Jefferson park, East Point. Prom- 


jinent citizens will address the meet- 


ing in advocacy of the proposed mer- 
ger which will be decided by ballot 
Tuesday. 

College Park and Hapeville are 
practically unanimous for annexation, 
opposition centering in East Point, 
which is vital to the annexation proj- 
ect since it lies between Atlanta and 
the other two suburbs. Leaders of 
the two forces in the three suburbs 
state that workers will be stationed 
at each polling place throughout the 
balloting Yuesday. 

Reasons for Opposition. 

Annexationists are charging their 
opponents with having been stirred 
up by a few interests who want to 
retain East Point’s civic government 
independent for personal reasons. 

The first reason for opposition, it is 
stated, is that some civic offices may 


become unnecessary and be abolished 
under annexation; secondly, it is 
charged opposition has come from 
merchants, who are at present able 
to run a general store under a small 
annual business license, which would 
be increased if the communities be- 
came merged with Atlanta; and 
thirdly, opposition has developed on 
the part of merchants selling school 
books to the children of the East 
Point public schools, since, if the 
communities. are annexed, children in 
the first six grades will get-their books 
free. 
Anneation Advantages. 

Annexationists point to several ad- 
vantages that will accrue from the 
merger with Atlanta. Included amoung 
them they say annexation will mean 


a lower taxation, which is $1.65 in|- 


East Point at the present time, while 
in Atlanta it is only $1.50. In Hape- 
ville the present rate .s $1.50, but in 
addition the people of Hapeville must 
pay the county school tax of T3 
cents, ‘because that community has 
no school system of its own and 
this brings the total rate to $2.25, 
Insurance rates will also be much 
lower under a merger with Atlanta, 
it is pointed out by the annexation- 
ists.

Price of Gas in Atlanta 
Jumps Today From 20 
to 22 Cents at All Filling 
Stations.

Effective Sunday at midnight the 
price of gasoline in Georgia jumped 2 
cents per gallon, the price in At- 
lanta being raised from 20 to 22 cents 
and the same ratio of increase going 
into effect throughout the state. 

The two cent raise, it was an- 
nounced by Atlanta dealers, was made 
to meet the special levy of two cents 
per gallon provided for in an act of 
the last general assembly which also 
became effective at midnight Sunday. 
The amount of the tax has been add- 
ed to the prevailing prices in the state 
to be paid by the consumer. 

The jump in prices brings to a tem- 
porary end, at least, a series of reduc- 
tions over the past few months which 
have resultefl in a drop of 6 cents 
per gallon in Atlanta. Two reductions 
of one cent per gallon each, coming 
recently and only a short time apart, 
were interpreted in many sections as 
indicating further reductions and 
Georgia motorists and users of gaso- 
line generally had visions of pre-war 
prices within a short while, only to 
have the vision knocked into the pro- 
verbial “‘cocked hat” by a sharp in- 


Increases Cost. 
The bill which passed the last ses- 
sion of the legislature provides for an 


' “additional levy of two cents per 


gallon” on gasoline and is.in addition 


to the one cent per gallon tax levy 
already in effect. In addition to the 
three cents tax, there is a tax of one- 
half cent for “police”. or inspection 
fees. The one-half cent goes to the 
department of agriculture and what- 
ever amount is not used for expenses 
of inspection is turned into the gen- 
eral fund of the state treasury. 

The two cents additional levy, pro- 
vided for under the pil: introduced by 
Representative Mann, of Glynn coun- 
ty, will add approximately two and 
one-half million dollais to the reve- 
nue of the state and will go into the 
highway fund of the state. The state 
highway: department will receive a 
large part of this sum, and the re- 
mainder will be divided among the 
counties of the state based on road 
mileage of each county. 

Several amendments offered during 
debate preceding the passage of the 


Mann bill and providing for division 


of the amount thus raised among 
other departments of the state were 
all defeated. 

Ne. New Collectors. 

The passage of the bill does not 
necessarily require any new tax col- 
lection machinery. The machinery 
now in effect in citics and counties 
in Georgia will collect and transmit 
the amounts to the comptroller gen- 
eral’s office to be disbursed by the 
highway department and the counties 
in the manner prescribed by the bill.

“The attorney eliiral has been 
asked for no opinion oy the chief ex- 
ecutive,” Governor Waiton said. “His 
unofficial opinion is tnmaterial and 
has no legal. weight whatsoever. 
George Short is a member of the Ku 
Klux Klan and that is to be expected 
from any member of the klan.” : 


Oklahoma City, Okla., September 
30.—The entire’ ferce of arms of the 
state will be thrown into the field 
Tuesday to prevent the holding of a 
special state election at which a meas- 
ure would be submitted providing a 
way for the legislaturé to consider im- 
peachment charges against Governor 
J. C. Walton, and to curb rioting that 
might result from closing of the polls, 
it was announced by the governor to- 
night. 

The governor said that mobilization 
orders: for the entire Oklahoma na- 
tional guard, numbering approximately 
5,000 men had been issued today and 
that tonight 75,000 volunteer militia- 
men would be called to designated 
strategic centers for an emergency. He 
declined to reveal details of the mobi- 
lization plans.

thorities to keep the polls closed. 
To Defy Proclamation. 

Meanwhile, plans directed by W. D. 
McBee, member of the state house of 
representatives and other legislative 
opponents of the executive, went for- 
ward rapidly to insure an attempt by 
the public’to vote. Following a proc- 
lamation early today by the governor 
postponing the election, the leaders 
of the movement to override him es- 
tablished communication by telegraph 
and telephone with every county in 
the state, and tonight they announced 
that meetings were in progress in vir- 
tually all sections at which speakers 


were urging citizens to attempt to vote 
in defiance of the guvernor’s proclama- 
tion. 

Simultaneously the governor de- 
clared that he was on the verge of 
proclaiming more etringent martial 
law throughout the state.

The firing originated from Louies 
overlooking the square, but rapidly 
degenerated into a general shooting 
affray in which the police, commun- 
et. and separatists took part.

Most of the papers highly com- 
mend the project, particularly in 
view of the fact that General Ogle- 
thorpe’s sympathy with the colonies, 
at the outbreak of the revolution, 
prevented him from accepting the 
proffered leadership of the British 
torces in America. 

That alluring position and its 
prompt declination so stamped and 
emphasized the patriotism of the. 
founder of the colony of Georgia 
that it is fitting, observes the press 
generally, that his remains, and 
those of his good wife, shall rest 
for all time in the republic of 
America and in the commonwealth 
of his own creation. 

From the heart of the old Puritan 
New England comes this from the 
editorial columns of The Springfield 
(Mass.) Republican: 

“There would undoubtedly be a cer- 
tain appropriateness in the proposed 
location of Oglethorpe’s body in a 
suitable structure on the campus of 
n university named in his honor in 
the state which he founded. 

“Oglethorpe is one of the most ad- 
mirable figures among English ad- 
ministrators in American colonial 
history. His founding of Georgia was 
incidental to his philanthropic interest 
in worthy poor debtors, who were re- 
leased from English prisons to make 
up a large part of the first emigration 
to the new colony. To them were 
added persecuted Protestants from the 
continent of Europe, Scotch Highland- 
ers and others. Oglethorpe himself 
acted as governor and his administra- 
tion was notably successful. He con- 
ciliated the Indians, defended the 
colony against Spanish aggression and 
prohibited the slave and rum trade. 
At the outbreak of the revolution his 
sympathy with the colonies is said to 
have prevented his acceptance of an 
offer of the command of the British 
forces in America. In retirement he 
devoted himself to philanthropy and 
the promotion of learning.” 


Dr. Thornwell Jacobs did not, 
realize, perhaps, that he was playing 
for the pictures, and commandeer- 
ing the head-lines when he quietly 
slipped over to England tO conquer 
where others had failed, but he 
‘succeeded in putting Oglethorpe 
cniversh on.the map.

“There are two outstanding fea- 
tures of the transportation situation 
as it exists in the autumn of 1923. 
The railways are handling more busi- 
ness than ever in their history, and 
are doing it at a cost to the public 
less than prevails anywhere else in 
the world.” 

It is true that railroads are spend- 
ing today more than a billion and 
a half dollars for improvements, 
betterments and equipments, and 
these enormous expenditures for 
public service justify a public in 
giving to the railroads every Coop- 
eration possible consistent with full 
justice to all concerned. | 

Railroads are entitled to fair 
profits on their investments, just 
as are all public service corpora- 
tions, and all individuals and indi- 
vidual groups. Cooperation is a 
democratic term. It’ means equal 
representation, equal Justice, equal 
consideration for all concerned. 
The railroads must be a part of the 
cooperation, as Mr. McCartney sug- 
gests, and while the shippers and 
receivers are expected to do their 

parts in the general scheme of bet- 
tering tgansportation facilities, and 


‘far as practicable the number of cars

settling the problems, the railroads 
must do theirs; and their obligation 
to the public is quite as well de- 
fined as the public’s obligation to 
them. Those obligations not only 
cover the expedition and adequacy 
of service, but the lowest possible 
costs of service to the public con- 
sistent with the fair profits to which 
all agree they are entitled. 

As to the nature of the coopera- 
tion on the part of the public Mr. 
McCartney’ points out— 


“The shippers and receivers of 
freight ca: further cooperate by the 
prompt loading and unloading of cars, 
so as to permit maximum use of 
equipment. They can aid by not or- 
dering cars beyond their requirements 
for daily loading; by restricting 80 


shipped under ‘to order’ bills of lad- 
ing, which invariably causes delays to 


ithe greatest possible or practicable 


‘\into garments for little bodies that 


the equipment at destination; by lim- 
iting the reconsignment of traffic to 


extent; by loading equipment to its 
capacity as nearly as possible; by in- 
creasing storage facilities, and by pro- 
viding adequate siding capacity. | 

“The use of proper containers, the 
careful packing of freight, the correct 
marking of packages, the use of wire- 
strapping, are feasible and inexpensive 
measures, all of which tend to prevent 
loss, damage and delay of shipments.” 

Cooperation of this nature is es- 
sential to business system and to 
the best economic interests of ship- 
pers ang receivers. 

The good will of the public fs 
the best asset a railraod can have 
and that depends entirely upon the 
measure of the effort put forth by 
the railroad in its own cooperative 
program in dealing with the public.

This man, if such there is, fis to 


be stationed on Peachtree street in 
front of the Howard theater, Man- 


ager Howard Price Kingsmore, of that 
house has been given permission by 
the city police commissioners to em- 
ploy such a man and station him, as 
a traffic policeman, at this important 


and dangerous street crossing in At- 
lanta. 

Peachtree street in front of the 
Howard has long been known as the 
“bottleneck.”

CHAPTER XVIII—FINLAND—YOUNG AND HEALTHY 
By John F. Sinclair 


- 


I had gone into Finlana trom Rus- 
sia. The contrast was striking. Iu 
Ruszia the problem of dirt is still a 
real menace. In Finland no such 
problem exists. Finland is as whwvie- 
some and clean as Switzerland. A vig- 
orous winter and cool summer make 
for excellent health. 

One of the newest republics in the 
world, formed in 1919, Finland today 
is, in my opinion, one of the best gov- 
erned. Universal suffrage fcr all meu 
and women, with the executive power 
lodged ina diet,a single chamber lev- 
islature of 200 members, ot which 3 
per. cent belong to the conservative 
right, 30 per cent to the center and 4¢ 
per cent to the left. | 

The present governmént of Finland 
is in the hands of the agrarian parts, 
which forms the larger part of tae 
center. The premier—Kyosti Kallio. 
—is a farmer who, as a iwinister of 
agriculture, was the author of lana 
purchase acts. m 

“In Finland, where less than 1 per 
cent of the population is illiterate, 
we enjoy a high degree of culture,” 
declared the big, blue-eyed premier of 
these 3,500, people. “But the 
peasant here, as elsewhere in Europe, 
has not had a fair chance. Up to tne 
time of the revolution, 23 per cent of 
our peasants owned their own land: 
o4 per cent more were tenants, and 43 
per cent landless. Agriculture was 
the industry of 70 per cent of our 
people. The situation did not make 
for a healthy, contented people. We 
found out,in the red revolution of 
1918, that many of the landless peas- 
ants joined the communists. Since 
then the peasant party has cham- 
pioned the cutting up of all large es- 
tates for the benefit of the landless 
peasants. We had 110,000 farms in 
1901, and by 1925 we expect to have 
300,000 farms owned and operated by 
-contented farmers. Our next plank is 
cooperating among fariners for pur- 
chasing, selling and credit. We have 
949 co-operative credit associations in 
Finland. | 

“If we can s0 adjust our agriculture 
to have each farmer the owner of his 
own land, and then cooperative en- 
terprises to enable tne farmer to real- 
ize on his work to the fullest extent, 
we shall have no fear of the future of 
Finland.” 

Strong Man of Finland. 

But the strong man of Finland to- 
day is Risto Ryti, minister of finance, 
having resigned the important positi® 
of managing director of the Bank of 
Finland to assume the work. 

“In order to appreciate our financial 
stability,” declared Mr. Ryti to me, 
‘it must be remembered that Finland, 
even when under the control of Rus- 
sia, was independent, financially speak- 
ing. We raised our own taxes for 
our governmental expenses and, ex- 
cept under the reign of the late czar, 
when we were compelled to puy 
$4,000,000 a year to the Russian ov- 
ernment for military purposes, we 
paid tribute to no one. 

“During the great war. the people 
of Finland were neutral, and we-were 
not conscripted by Russia for milita- 
ry purposes. At no time since 1809 
has Russia’s influence left on Finlana 
any permanent impress of its eastern 
culture. But while the men of Fin- 
land were not forced into war service, 
we were forced to luan money to Rus- 
sia, for which we took Russian rubles 
in exchange. In this way the Bank 
lof Finland and the government oi 
Finland suffered a loss of $140,000.- 
000. To a country as small as ours, 
this was a staggering loss, and is one 
of the two reasons why our Finnish 
marks went down in value from 5 to 
50 for $1. The other reason was the 
lack of confidence in Finland after the | 
red revolution in 1918. 


“We have wiped out our losses and 
put down the revolution. Our finan- 
cial poliy is not to permit inflation 
of our cirrency, nor even deflation 
but to «ttempt to stabilize at the 
present figure. We believe Finland 
is on the way to peace and content- 
ment. We have balanced our govern- 
ment budget and our exports exceed 
our imports. Our big job has been 
accomplished.” 

Finland has achieved remarkable re- 
sults. Her strong and efficient gov- 
erment has done for Finland what n9 
other first-class government in Enu- 
rope has so far been able to do. She 
has restored her machine for interna- 
tional trade by the stabilization of 
her money at about 36 to 38 to the 
dollar. 

How did she do it? In the first 
place, her receipts from taxes in 1922 
exceeded her expenses by $12,000.000 
Her 1921 balance sheet was also fa- 
vorable. ‘The finance minister plans 
on reducing taxes next year. , 

Floating Debt Cleared. 

Her floating debt, which stood at 
$15,000,000 three years ago, has been 
paid off. Her circulation of gmoney 
has decreased 1,555,000,000 Finnish 
marks, on Maren 31, 1921, to 1,456.- 
000,000 marks, June 15, 1923. JLike- 
wise her public debt has decreased 
from 1,936,000,000 marks, on Decem- 
ber 31, 1920, to 1,878,000,000 marks, 
November 1, 192%. 

Finland, therefore, does not require 
any further help along thesa lines. She 
is neither debasing her currency nor 
debauching her credit. 

The second big fact in Finland is 
shown by the sound: business position 
of the country. In 1921, she had a 
slight excess of imports over exports-- 
it totaled $5,900,000. But in 1922, 
she reversed this, and her exports ex- 
ceeded her imports by $14,000,000. 
She is now over the safety line. 

When we remember that the exports 
of Finland are the necessaries of Jife, 
like lumber, leather, paper pulp, but 
ter and cheese, we can see that Fin- 
land’s future should be increasingly 
prosperous. Her largest jtem:of im- 
port is coal, but against this she pos- 
sesses 2,500,000-horsepower, of which 
only one-tenth is developed. At this 
time the government of Finland is 
developing 150,000 additional horse- 
power for the exclusive use of her gov- 
ernment-owned railroads and to save 
large coal import. ; 

Military Expenses. 

Her military expenses are still tov 
high. In 1920 she spent 18.4 per cent 
of her revenue for armies, as against 
14.1 per cent in 1922, but Finland’s 
forests, railroads and telegraphs all 
show substantial profits to the gov- 
ernment during the past three years. 

Finland’s financial eondition is 
healthy. Her exports exceed her im- 
ports: Government expenditures are 
less than government receipts, and 
government obligations are being re- 
duced. Result:” her currency—-the 
machinery of international trade—has 
become practically stabilized and hus 
moved, during the past nine months, 
between 38 and 36 for one Americuu 
dollar. This has had the effect of in- 
creasing businéss confidence in tMie 
little country. With the machine of 
international trade re-established, Ler 
import and export business is grow- 
ing rapidly. 

We, therefore, are forced to the 
conclusion that while the Europeun 
situation, financially and economically 
speaking, is dark, Finland, under the 
strong and extremely able leadership 
of Kalliw, Ryti and the agrarian 
party, has passed the worst, and from 
now on should be recognized by ali 
thoughtful and careful students -f 
finance as a refreshing little oasis fn 
Europe’s financial desert.

Ex- 
perts in the matter of palatability, de- 
clare that the Irish Gray is the best 
obtainable melon in the entire ccun- 
try. The Tom Watson melon has had 
a marvelous career, and is still at 
the front. Indeed, the Irish Gray and 
the Tom Watson are at the forefront. 


brid, is a melon adapted to each of 
the nine melon states. It is a fine 
shipper, and carries quality as well 
as attractiveness. 

The melon states all told market 70 
per cent of production each year. 
Georgia markets only 51.7 per cent.

It is now generally krown that 
swimming pools ma'y become polluted 
or contaminated from the excretions 
or discharges. of persons using the 
pools, and that precautions must be 
taken constantly to prevent the spread 
of various infectious diseases in this 
way, To that end it is generally re- 
quired that every swimurer take a 
bath immediately before entering the 
pool; in the places where good hygiene 
prevails, some sort of medical inspec- 
tion is required for those who want 
to use the pools. A swimming pool 
is just a large bath tub, multiplied 
in much greater proportion than the 
amount of water, for people who stu! 
venture into the common or family 
tub generally have the water chauzed. 
In the swimming pool we ali t.s® 
the same water; some of us haven't 
enough health conscience to refrain 
from going in when we have some i. 


nicable or infectious. 

A considerable number of swimmers 
using pools suffer with coryza after 
a swim. According to the old super- 
stition they’ve simply “‘taken cold” be- 
cause they stayed in too long or maybe 
got their feet wet.

‘The potential disease-sprend- 
ing capacity of a. swimmer who goes 
in when he has “just a little cold” enn 
be weighed only when we recall that 
some score or more of the most com- 
mon and most serious diseases are 
respiratory infections beginning as 
just a slight cold.” 

Frequent or constant change of tle 
water, and constant chemical disinfee- 
tion are both useful and necessary 
precautions in any swimming pool, 
but even these precautions fall shori 
of making a pool absolutely safe for 
all swimmers. 

Some physicians or nose and throat 
specialists are disposed to dwell on 
the “chilling effect lowering resist- 
ance.” Others believe the entrance 
of water into the nose is itself sutti- 
ciently irritating to enable any bacte- 
rla present to gain entrance into the 
mucous membrane, and that is infec- 
tion. Remember, the mere presence 
of germs within the nasal passages or 
the throat does not mean infection: 
the germs must invade the tissues he- 
fore any disease happens. Any ex- 
perienced nose and throat specialist 
who has encountered many cases of 
middle ear and mastoid infection which 
were caused by swimmers’ coryza ad- 
vises pluggtmg both nostrils before en- 
tering the nool, and breathing throrgh 
the mouth. lLamb’s wool not wy 
firmly pressed into the nostrils is best 
for the purpose. Those who use it 
escape the headache and discomfort 
often caused by water getting into the 
nose. Such a plugging is a fairly 
good way of keeping the germs out of 
the nose; pool swimmers might well 
adopt it as a routine practice.

I have caught a 
bad cold and everyone tells me Paave 
hay fever because I handled golden 
rod. I do not sneeze much. but my 
head seems all stopped up.—R. A. B 

Answer—No: ony about one in 00 
persons handling golden rod would vet 
hay fever—that is about the propur- 
tion of the population sensitive to 
golden rod poilen. Of course the ma- 
jority of people are not sensitive to 
any kihd of pollen, and therefore do 
not have hay fever. Persone sensitive 
to golden rod pollen are pretty certrin 
to suffer with hay fever in the season 
when this flower is pollinating, wheth- 
er they come in close contact with it or 
not, for the pollen is carried some dis- 
tance by the winds. They may be im. 
muned by a series of hypodermic doses 
of minute quantities of an extract of 
the pollen, which any physician can 
administer.

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Q. Isn't it true that people the op- 
posite side of the earth to us are 
standing on their heads? 

A. The people on ‘the opposite side 
of the earth are not walking upside 
down any more than we are ourselves. 
“Down” and “up” are relative and 
net absolute terms. “Down” is the 
direction of gravity or the direction 
taken by a body when free to fall. 
This direction is everywhere towards 
the center of the earth. 

Q.—Does lime lose its value both 
as fertilizer and for whitewash after 
long exposure to the air? 

A.—It is satisfactory for fertilizer 
but not the most satisfactory for 
whitewash. 

Q.—What combination of food does 
a man engaged in fairly hard muscular 
work need each day? 

A.—The following would prove sat- 
isfactory in most cases: 2 pounds 
(fresh weight) of vegetables and 
fruits, of which part may be used in 
canned or dried form. Twelve ounces 
of food from a class which may be 
called “meat and meat substitutes,” 
that is, moderately fat meats, poultry, 
fish, eggs, and cheese, or & ounces of 
these foods and 1-2 pint of/milk. If 
very fat meats like bacon and salt 
pork and included in either of these al- 
lowances there will not be enough pro- 
tein. For this reason these meats are 
considered interchangeable with the 
fats. Ten to twelve ounces of bread, 
having about the same fgod value as 
eigh€ to nine ounces of such cereal 
preduets as flour, oatmeal, corn meal, 
and rice. Three ounces, or about 1-3 
cup, of--bgtter, oil, meat drippings, or 
other fat. Three ounces, or about 1-3 
cup, of sugar, or 1-2 eup honey or 
sirtp, or an equivalent amount of 
some*other sweet. A man who works 
hard out of doors all day prbably 
would need more food than this, and 
one who sits all day at a desk would 
need less. The amotints given are suit- 
able for a man who, like a sales- 
man in a store, walks about more or 
less, and does more or less lifting 
or other work, requiring about the 
same expenditure of energy. 

©.—What was “nullification?” 

A.—The right claimed in behalf of a 
state to nullify, or make void, by its 
sovereign act or decree, an enact- 
ment of the general government which 
it deems unconstitutional. South Caro- 
lina, objecting to the tariff bill of 
July 14, 1832, called a convention No- 
vember 19, 1832, and om November 
24 passed an ordinance of nullification 
declaring thetariffacts of ‘1828 and 
1832 void. On proctamation by Presi- 
dent Andrew Jackson, nullification 
was crushed by government forces, and 
the state repealed the act in conven- 
tion, March 16, 1833.

DAVID, GOD’S MAN, 
Text: -I. Sam. 26. 
David’s magnanimity was founded 
upon faith in God. 
It had a religious support. While, 
no doubt, he thought, as he stood 
there over the sleeping form of his 


enemy, of the facts that Saul was his 


father-in-law, that he had “tasted his 
salt,” that he had shared in the 
monthly sacrifices of the king and in 
the feast of worship that followed, 
yet are we to think these considera- 
tions sufficient to explain’ the 
largeness of soul here exhibited? It 
seems convincingly shown by his own 
words that he was inspired to this 
beautiful magnanimity by- his belief 
in God—“Who can stretch forth his 
hand against God's anointed and be 
guiltless?’ David: looked beyond the 
unworthy “anointed of God” who had 
so honored him. Unsupported by such 
faith all nobility fails. 

David always had a great respect 
for constituted authority (vs. 15-16.) 
He who is a bad citizen can not be 
a good Christian. This needs em- 
phasis today, for we are in a day of 
individualism run mad, a day of radi- 
cnlism, and of lawlessness. After 
all, God did not put us here to please 
ourselves or to meddle with all know!l- 
edge. No, not knowledge and aesthet- 
ic pleasure and personal freedom are 
the objectis of life’s discipline. The 
center of personality is the will; and 
the universe and its discipline are 
here to teach ultimately one thing, 
and that thing is obedience! “Our 
wills are ours,” it is true; but the 
object God has in giving them to us, 
is that we may make them His. 

A ruler who does otherwise than 
David undermines his own throne, 
destroys his own house by pulling out 
the very pillars that support organ- 
ized society. 
Through faith in God, David pa- 


(verse 10.) He seems to have medi- 
ltnated with benefit on Moses’ mistake 
when he sought to lead Israel] out of 
Egypt by means of murder, 

Assassination never builded up any 
cause. Stabbing. the “good name” of 
man or woman is just as futile as 
stabbing their bodies, so far as. build- 
ing up a cause is concerned. “Wait 
patiently on the. Lord.” 

The spiritual man and the carnal 
man differ widely in their inferences 
from a God-given fact (vt. 8-11). 

If we do not live above conven- 
tional standards, we will blunder as 
did Abishai. Let us seek the Spirit 
that guided David that we, too, may 
do wisely when the test shall come.

In submitting the reports, Dr. Ed- 
uard Benes, Czecho-Slovakian foreign 
minister, said the first stage of ac- 
tion would be the establishment of a 
general guarantee which in the case 
of some countries would be supple- 
mented by special treaties. The sec- 
ond stage would be the establishment 
by each state of an estimate of the 
reduction which it could effect in its 
armaments by virtue of the operation 
of this single or double guarantee. 

The third stage would be reached 
when the council of the league, on 
the basis of these estimates, drew up 
a plan of reduction, and the fourth 
stage when the states, having ad- 
hered to the plan, undertook to put 
it in operation. When this undertak- 
ing had been given said Dr. Benes, 
the guarantee would tome into force, 
and the provisions of the covenant 
regarding disarmament would be in 
a fair way of fulfillment.

Fire From Behind Shields. 


Standing directly under the statue 
of William I, the separatist leader, 
Joseph Matthes, began speaking. 

‘ihe separatists,” he declared, “are 
animated by hatred toward none, but 
only desire peace, security and tran- 
quillity.”’ 

Suddenly several shots were fired 
from behind a lowered steel curtain 
protecting the plate glass entrance to 
a store. In the panic that ensued a 
small group made a concerted rush 
for the speaker. The security police 
fired a fusillade and the shooting be- 
came general, the police being espe- 
cially active in smashing their way 
through the crowds and taking pris- 
oners, many of whom were transferred 
to headquarters. 

French military forees were rushed 
to the scene and ordered the green 
police to cease using their revolvers, 
but, according to the French, the po- 
lice refused and continued to fire. The 
cavalry seized many of the police and 
surrounded their barracks, quelling 
the disturbance in a few minutes. 

Start of Fight Uncertain. 

Various versions are given of how 
the rioting started. According to one 
account, shots were fired either in the 
air or into a group of separatists 
when Herr Matthes was speaking. 
Separatists rushed forward to deal 
with the disturbers and ran into a 
croup of security police. In the 
twinkling of an eye the police opened 
fire.into the crowds, and in less than 
five minutes several thousand separa- 
tists were driver from the assembly 
ground and pursued relentlessly to the 
railroad, leaving behind a trail of 
dead and wounded. ; 

Matthes managed to jump into an 
automobile and escaped unhurt. One 
spectator, who was present when the 
firing began, asserted that the security 
police did not interfere until they 
saw a group of anti-separatists, lined 
up in a side street, firing old_army 
revolvers point-blank at the Rhine- 
landers. This spectator—an American 
newspaper photographer—said he saw 
several separatistg killed or wounded 
by the anti-seppratists before the po- 
lice took a hand. 

Club Police to Death. 

When the French cavalry patrols 
were sent out to round up the se- 
curity police, they found the separat- 
ists so engaged that the soldiers had 
difficulty in stopping them from kill- 
ing the police. A correspondent saw 
two of. the police clubbed to death 
by separatists, who broke through the 
French cavalry escorting. them to 
prison. 

Later in the evening armored cars 
patrolled the streets and guards were 
placed in all the buildings in the city 
occupied by the French. After a 
semblance of order had been restored 
the separatists returned to their meet- 
ing place and Herr Matthes wound up 
the proceedings briefly. 

The visiting separatists finally le?t 
Duesseldorf in their special] trains. An 
official satement issued by the occu 
pation authorities affirms ‘that the 
Green police attacked the crowds with- 
out provocation and adds that “a cer- 
tain number” of persons were killed in- 
cluding three police and “some sixty” 
were seriously hurt. 


BERLIN IS SUSPICIOUS 
OF VON KAHR’S PURPOSE. 

London, September 380.—Although 
Bavaria remains tranquil, says a 
teuter dispatch from Berlin, the Ber- 
lin press is becoming more suspicious 
of the ambiguous attitude of Dr. von 
Kahr, the Bavarian military digtator.

GERMANY MUST PERFORM 
AS WELL AS PRONOUNCE, 

Ailley Wood, France, September 30. 
“The sullen proclamation of a truce 
she could not avoid is nothing; it is 
what she does, that is everything. We 
await Germany’s acts.” 

This was the keynote of Premier 
Poincare’s first Sunday speech « 
livered before a large assemblage here 
“Germany has abandoned the idea of 
laying down conditions,” said Premier 
Poincare, “that is well. But we shalt 
not have made a step towa‘ds the 
alleviation of strained conditions u 
less Germany shows a real desire to 
enable results to be obtained from the 
seized guarantees in the occupied ter 
ritories, or if she expects France to 
change her policy, or if she cherishes 
the secret hope of obtaining ad- 
vantage in ‘return for mere words of 
resignation. 

“The moment has not yet come for 
us to believe that our task is ended; 
tomorrow’s work is more difficult 
than that we have accomplished.” 

M. Pointare began his address by 
repeating the reference he had made 
the previous Sunday to those in Ger- 
many, and perhaps elsewhere, who find 
his weekly repetitions tedious, de- 
claring that they would continue un- 
til France’s claims had been justified. 

Questions Motive. 

“With what joy shall we remain 
'silent the day Germany understands,” 
lhe exclaimed. “But she has given us 
idaily fresh proof-of her lack of un- 
, derstanding. 

“Germany has just surrendered on 
'an important point in declaring that 
'she was obliged to cease resistance in 
the Ruhr,” continued’ the premier, 
“thus recognizing that the mad squan- 
dering of her resources prevented her 
from going on with the miserable en- 
terprise, which was condemned by the 
population affected. 

“Germany's attempt to cover her 
retreat by blank cartridge volleys is 
but human. But why this bragga- 
docio, these threats and damp thun- 
der bolts, 

“When the German government de- 
clares, that the Franco-Belgian in- 
vasion of the Ruhr contravenes the 
law and treaties, when it reproached 
them with oppressing the inhabitants 
and abolishing individual liber‘y, it 
brazenly, reverses the roles, attributed 
to the French and Belgians crimes 
which were committed against them 
In territory legally oceupied. Thus it 
forces us to remain on guard and 
continue these weekly meditations.”

Ed Scobey, former director of the 
mint retires Monday. Harding’s 
secretary, George B. Christian, Jr., 
is back in private life, 

Only Attorney General Daugherty 
and D. R. Crissinger, governor of the 
federal reserve board, remain of the 
old QOhio group. 

Daugherty, who was the super pol- 
itician of the Harding« administra- 
tion, has all but passed from the po- 
litical picture. He was prepared to 
retire at the death of his late chief, 
but at the earnest solicitation’ of 
President Coolidge, has consented to 
remain in the cabinet indefinitely. 

But now he is only the attorney 
general. He was the most trusted 
advisor of the president, and the un- 
official mouthpiece. When men 
wanted jobs, or wanted influence to 
break the red tape of the government, 
they went to Daugherty’s office and if 
they got a note fom him, they ob- 
tained what they wanted. If they 
failed, they abandoned all further ef- 
forts. 

Daugherty was the buffer who 
sorted the sheep from the goats and 
sent the sheep in to graze on the ad- 
ministration pastures. He was the 
avenger who settled old political 
scoresand awarded loyal friends. 
When anyone wanted to know what 
the president thought or intended to 
do, Daugherty was sought out and 
questioned. 

Only One Difference. 

The one time the president and his 
friend differed was over Daugherty’s 
announcement at Miami last winter 
that Harding would be a candidate 
for i ‘nomination. ‘This displeased 


Harding, who thought it untimely. He 
feared it would give too much of a 
political complexion to his western 
trip. 

The announcement by Daugherty 
was taken by the country to have 
been inspired by the president. But 
this was not the case. Daugherty 
acted on, his own initiative. 

Other cabinet members had already 
predicted Harding’s renominatiom Be- 
cause of Daugherty’s close re ation- 
ship, his announcement was seized 
upon as having been inspired. 

But for all of his annoyance, Hard- 
ing never revealed his feelings. He 
knew that Daugherty was moved only 
by a desire to help him and there 
was no rebuke, such as a less trusted 
adviser might have received. 

Daugherty was at the white house

But that is all changed now. Ee 
has not been a guest at the whiie 
house since Coolidge moved in. He 
has seldom been to the president’s 
office except to attend cabinet meet- 
ings. There is no coolness between 
them. It is just that Daugherty be- 
longs to a group that has passed 
out of power and does not belong 
to the Coolidge crowd He has swung 
with the wheel of political fortune. 
His life’s drama has ended and ne 
‘remains in the cabinet largely for 
as sentimenial reason — Coolidge 
wants to preserve the Harding cal i- 
net intact until after the next clee- 
tion. 

Daugherty is truly a man of ser- 
row now. His hearty, triendly spir- 
/it, which survived many bitter politi 
‘cal feuds in Ohio, has been broken | y 
a series cf tragic events. J. ‘ 
Smith, his life-long companion, coum- 
mitted suicide in the attorney gener- 
al’s apartment here Memorial dav. 
His wife is an invalid and hag speut 
most of her time either at Johrs 
‘Hopkins hospital or at her home in 
Columbus. His son, Draper, came 
into public prominence us an :?- 
quaintance of Dorothy Keenan, the 
Broadway hutterfly who was murder- 
ed in New York several months agc. 
Draper was later sent to a sani- 
tarium. 

Dauglerty is seldom seen arornd 
Washington now. He goes to his cf- 
fice and back to his apartment. 
Rarely does he accept a social invi- 
tation. The “good fellow” of the 
‘Harding cabinet, a man who has mix- 
ed with men all of his life, has he- 
come a recluse, absorbed in his work 
at the department of justice. 


Several Important Decisions. 


He has turned out a number of fu- 
portant documents recently—his re- 
port of prohibition enforcement con- 
ditions promises to stir up a storm 
in congress as it catalogues an amaz- 
ing chapter of bribery, graft and cur- 
ruption extending even into the judi- 
ciary. His opinions declaring «the 
Lasker-Farley ship sale plan ille weal 
was a severe disappointment’ to 
President Coolidge, who favored the 
plan and believed that at last he was’ 
going to peddle the white elephan’, 
which has caten up millions under 
three presidents. 


Then he ruled that the president 
could not use the navy to chase rum 
runners, a decision which will check 
efforts of the drys to extend their 
grasp on government machinery 
even into the military and naval 
service. 


Next year Daugherty will deliver 
the Ohio delegation for Coolidge, it 
is assumed, although he has made 
no announcement as to wiom he wil! 
support. ‘That will virtually end his 
political career. The campaign will 
be in other hands,-and should Coc!l- 
idge be reelected, Daugherty would 


not expect a piace in the new cabi-.et.

New York, September 30.—(Spe- 
cial.)—A detailed analysis of cottun 
crop returns received under an aver- 
age date of September 25 shows thrt 
as a result of continued unfavorable 
weather during the greater part of 
the month, cvtton in many parts of 
the belt is barely holding its own, 
although there has been very little 
more than the normal amount of de- 
terioration for this time of the year. 
Over 1,600 special correspendents «*f 
the Journal of Commerce now place 
their averaze estimate of percentzge 
condition at 49.5, a loss of 7.5 per 
cent. 

This compares with 56.8 per cen: 
last month, 70.4 per cent iv July and 
an 10-year average of 60.6 per cent. 
The percentage. condition on Oc ves? 
1 last year was 52.5, a decline of 7. 
per cent. while in September, 1921. 
there had heen a drop of J!.4 to 44.7. 
The present condition figure, how- 
ever, is the lowest. with the excep- 
tion of 1921. for September of auy 
year since 190] 

Production Falls. 

It is, in fact, 24.2 per cent unde: 
the thigh record year, 1914, and 
would seem to put an end to all ex- 
pectations of raising anytbing like u 
large crop. According to the ev- 
ernment formula and using the aff:- 
cial acreaze figure of 38.287,000, a
